MUST PAY $2,500 

FOR BOYCOTTING. 

Jury Says Union Must Pay For Violation 
of Law by'Striking 1 



PLANT STILL RUNNING 

WITH NON-UNION MEN. 

Rutland, Vt., April 11.— The 
suit of the F. R. Patch Manufac- 
turing company of this city, 
against Protection Lodge No 215, 
International Association of Ma- 
chinists, was ended in the county 
court today, when the jury 
brought in a verdict awarding 
the plaintiff $2,500 damages. 

Nearly all of tho members of 
Protection Lodge were employed 
by the F. R. Patch Manufactur- 
company up to May 20, 1902. 
They struck for a nine-hour day 
lout reduction of pay. The 
pany began to hire non-union 
help in New York in place of the ' 
strikers. All the non-union men 
arriving here were met by the 
pickets of the union and a large 
proportion of them never reached 
the Patch plant. 

The strikers also declared a 
a boycott on the company's goods 
•and induced local grocers not to 
sell to the Patch company nor to 
its employes. They hindered 
the company in many other 
ways, but the plant is still run- 
ning with non-union workmen. 

As the result of the boycott 
the business of the company fell 
from $139,000 during the first 
five months of 1902, before the 
strike was declared, to $41,000 
for the laBt seven months of the 
year. 

Suit was brought against the 
union in January for $10,000, 

and more than 100 attachments 
were served on the real estate of 
members of the lodge. From 
this property the Patch company 
intends to collect the amount of 
the verdict. 

Judge Seneca H. Elton today 
in his charge to the jury, laid 
great stress on the fact that a 
large number of union officials 
who were wanted as witnesses in 
the suit had disappeared from 
the city, and that the books of 
every union in the city had been 
hidden during the trial. He 
sharply arraigned the union men 
for these acts.

bor, since the Commission's deci 
bIoh has .shown that, fundameu< 
tally, labor unions as now organ 
ized, and as now inspired and 
led, are enemies of labor and of 
the community, and, therefore, 
as such enemies of the public 
welfare, as restraiuers of trade, 
as persecutors of the efficient ic 
aid of the inefficient, they must 
be put down or be reformed, 
And they must be put down by 
the community or reformed by 
their own best men who now suf- 
fer with the rest of us from the 
follies, the excesses, the oppres- 
sions and the wickedness of men 
whose means of livelihood de- 
pend upon their capacity 
make trouble, and to restore that 
state of private war which ceased 
to exist in Europe in the middle 
ages, but has now been restored 
in America, in England, 
Holland by the very men whose 
welfare is absolutely dependent 
upon the maintenance of pros- 
perity. One great difficulty ic 
the way of a betterment of con- 
ditions is the cowardice of the 
politicians and the press. From 
the President down, not a politi- 
cian dare speak the precise truth 
to the labor men, and all but a 
very few journalists are cowering 
with the politicians. The truth 
must prevail, however, and the 
time is coming when it will be 
spoken to good purpose. In the 
meantime, it would be just as 
well to cease prattling about the 
incalculable good which the Pres- 
ident's Strike Commission has 
accomplished, at least until the 
prattling shall be no longer dis- 
turbed by the hoarse cries of the 
strikers as they pursue non-union 
men from their work and do their 
uttermost to break up or inter- 
rupt the country's prosperity, for 
it is clearly the truth that noth- 
ing is threatening that prosper- 
ity but the men for whose bene- 
fit Mr. Roosevelt utters not a 
siogle wise and courageous word 
of warning, or of exhortation to 
moderation, or to loyal obedience 
to tlte law." 
Who is there of character or 
•potation to deny the truth of 
all this? We hear much talk of 
the negro problem. Tlio labor 
problem, the right of men to 
work, and to protection by law, 
questions that are growing 
more serious — and the settlement 
or the solution must come before 
many years.— Nashville Ameri- 1
